MU. COCH KA M'S S P E E C H . 
A wonderful demonstration was that 
in Chicago, Saturday night. 
Eight 
thousand people sat spell bound while 
W. Bourke Cochran, outlined the issues 
of the campaign, and four times eight 
thousand were turtled away unable to 
gain admission. Cochran traversed the 
full field of monetary controversy. He 
stated Mr. Bryan's position more log­ 
ically and effectively than Mr. Bryan 
has done in any speech or letter, and 
then with cool unimpassioned argu 
scent he scattered the pope list breast­ 
works to the four winds, and with their 
own guns put the enemy to flight. 
Two of Mr. Bryan's assertions were 
given especial attention. One of these 
was the charge that laboring men were 
being intimidated by employers to vote 
for sound money. 
The other was that 
England controlled the financial policy 
of this country. The speaker declared 
th a t any man *bo attempted to cor­ 
rupt the American suffrage by intim­ 
idation was a criminal and should be 
denounced. 
Mr. Bryan, if be had 
knowledge, as he intimidated, had no 
right to shield such a criminal. 
He 
needn’t carry on the prosecution him­ 
self. 
Mr. Ccchran guaranteed that 
honest democrats would do it if the 
proof wa^ furnished. 
He summoned 
Mr. R.-yai to do bis duty in the mat­ 
ter, and the audienca applauded to the 
echo. 
The speaker explained at length 
the falacy of the assertion that Eng­ 
land was controlling the financial pol 
icy of this country, and in doing so he 
quoted from history to show that John 
Bull was troubled w th populists two 
hundred years ago. 
He showed how 
England arose to the occasion after a 
disastrous experience with debased 
and clipped currency, and by an hon­ 
est financial system became the banker 
of she world and won a great indus­ 
trial victory. 
He ridiculed the propo­ 
sition that an American army should 
be equipped with flint locks because 
the British army hd6 rifles of modern 
make. 
Mr. Cochran is not a man who deals 
in high sounding 
generalities. 
He 
showed his fondness for homely, mat 
ter-of-fact illustrations when he turned 
to the needlessly involved question of 
the standard. 
“ A standard of value,” he s«id, “ is 
simp’y the measuring of the value of 
all commodities by 6ome one commod­ 
ity, whatever it may be 
A standard 
is always the measuring of some one 
unit that you accept for the standard. 
If, for instance, I selected the chair­ 
man of this meeting,and we all agreed 
th at we would teat the height of every 
man in the room by the heighth of 
the chairman, everybody would under­ 
stand precisely what was meant if we 
said a man was above or below the 
standard. 
It woald mean that he was 
higher, or that he was not sc tall, aa 


the chairman, 
Toe selection of the 
chairman for that tandard would not 
add one iacb to his stature, nor woulc 
it take one inch from it. 
Applause.] 
“ Now, you can see, my friends, thai

Biennial M eeting 
of 
t h e 
B r o t h e r h o o d 
Opens at C a lm io n . 
Galveston, Texas. Sept. 15.—The bi­ 
ennial convention of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen opened here 
Monday with Grand Master F. P. 
Sargent presiding aud a full attendance 
of delegates from the various districts. 
Among the important matters to be 
considered is the erection of a build­ 
ing at Peoria, 111., at a cost of $l;>0,000, 
to serve as permanent headquarters of 
the organization. 
The biennial report of Grand Sec­ 
retary and Treasurer F. W. Arnold was 
one of the most satisfactory nature. It 
states that during the last two years 
forty-nine new lodges have been organ­ 
ized. There are now upward of 23,000 
members in the organ z ition. Its mem­ 
bers are permitted to carry insurance 
in the amounts of $500, $1,000 or $1,500, 
but no member can carry more than 
the last named amount. The records 
show that there are 20,076 carrying $1,- 
500 certificates 844 carrying $1,000 cer­ 
tificates and 1,047 carrying $500 certifi­ 
cates. The report also shows that since 
the last biennial convention the bene­ 
ficiary fund has paid out nearly two- 
thirds of a million dollars to the wi­ 
dows and heirs of 3,000 of its members, 
and to 145 members totally and per­ 
manently disabled from labor.

diphtheria within the past seven days, 
and an epidemic is threatened. Several 
of the city schools have closed, owing 
to the increasing number of cases. It 
is expected that the entire schools of 
the city will have to be closed if the 
contagion is not checked. The board 
of health has issued an order forbid­ 
ding further public funerals in cases 
where death resulted from that disease. 
New cases are reported daily, and it 
is said that there are nearly twenty 
victims afflicted.

New York, Sept. 15.—Reports made 
by three vessels that arrived Monday 
arouse the gravest fears that the three- 
masted ship State of Maine, that left 
here on Sept 4 with a cargo of case oil 
for Shanghai, has been burned at sea, 
and that all on board, some twenty-six 
men, have perished.
